Where lumber is cheap and 
j sione high, wooden silos are gener­ 
ally built. 
W here stor<„* or brick can 
; i e ob'ained readily tlies^ materials 
I \ ill have the preference. 
Concrete 
I files are the most durable and all 
I things considered may he the cheap- 
1 est in the end if cement and gravel or 
! cabble stoner, are near at hand. 
Round silos giv»* the greatest ca­ 
pacity for the wall space and in the 
case of wood construction, lighter ma- 
I *rial can be used. 
In the northern 
state*, and Canada ‘he possibility of 
freezing must be lakt ii into consid­ 
eration. 
The sheltered side of tin* 
barn will afford rome protection. 
There should be a substantial mas- 
< ary foundation for all forms of wood 
silos lo bring the woodwork 
where at least 12 inches above the 
earth. 
The bottom of the silo may 
I ** three b*et or more below tile feed­ 


ing floor of the stable so that four to 
six feet of stone, brick 
or 
concrete 
wall may be counted on. 
For a silo 
3<> feet deep 
a foundation 
wall 
of 
stone should be IS inches to two feet 
thick. 
Tram p the ground forming the bot­ 
tom of 
the silo, so 
that it will 
be 
solid 
and then cover 
with two 
or 
three inches of good concrete. This is 
advisable because clay soil will spoil 
the silage if permitted to rest on 
it. 
In case the wood portion of the silo 
rises 24 or more feet above the stone 
work and the diameter is more than 
IS feet it will bt* best to stay the top 
of the wall In some way. If the wood­ 
work rises from the outer edge of th** 
wail. then building the wall up with 
cement so as to cover the sill will 
give the needed strength because the 
Woodwork will act as a hoop; but if 
the silo stands at the inner face of the 
w'all it will be hest to lay pieces ol 
iron rod In the wall near the top tc 
act as a hoop. 
Tho studding of tho all-wood round 
silo noed not Im* larger than two b> 
four inches unless the diam efer is tc 
exceed 30 feet, but they should be se! 
as close together as one foot from cen 
ter to center. This number of studs is 
not required for strength, but they are 
needed in order to bring the two lay 
ers of lining very close together, so 
as to press the paper closely.
